Council asks for more 


information on benefit plans

Council members asked administra¬ 
tors to provide background material 
on benefits given to councillors of 
neighbouring comm unities so council¬ 
lors can make a decision on what type 
of benefits they would like to see in 
the future. 

In a report to councillors, town 
administrators outlined what type of 
benefits councillors of other commun¬ 
ities throughout Alberta receive as 
part of their compensation package for 
being councillors. 

In Olds, it was noted that council 
members receive the same benefits as 
employees of the town with the excep¬ 


tion of short- and long-term disability 
benefits, while council members with 
the Town of Devon receive the same 
benefits as town employees. Council 
members with the City of Lacombe 
defeated a proposal last year to give 
themselves benefits. 

Coun. Joyce McCoy said she believed 
the town should provide council mem¬ 
bers with the same type of benefits that 
town employees receive. But she won¬ 
dered why the comparisons weren’t 
made with other municipalities within 
Mountain View County. That way, she 
said, the comparisons could be made 
with municipalities with similar local 
factors. 

Coun. Sheila Schulz said she would 
like the report to councillors to spell

out all the benefits that would be pro¬ 
vided. 

“It's all part of transparency,” she 
said. 

In an interview, McCoy said she 
would have liked to have seen com¬ 
parisons with Sundre, Carstairs and 
other local communities, rather than 
some of the comparisons that were 


provided. She said comparisons of 
similar-sized municipalities would also 
have been helpful. 

“To go beyond our county is fine; 
Innisfail, Crossfield, but (those are) 
communities that are land of close to 
us,” she said. 

McCoy said while most council mem¬ 
bers do have benefit plans through 
their workplace, some do not, and 
she feels that it’s important that the 
town offer those benefits so that those 
who aren’t covered under another plan 
can take advantage of the one offered 
through the municipality. 

“I see the benefits if someone com¬ 
mits to being on council... and doesn’t 
work, (those) benefits can be very 
important," she said.

Info, wanted on events budget

Council members 
directed administration 
to review the community 
services budget and 
make recommendations 
regarding increasing 


funding for the 
community block 
party and Canada Day 
festivities. 

The motion was made 
at the May 12 council 
meeting. 

A motion to increase 
the two budgets by $500 
more than the 2015 
budget in each of the 
next three years was 
defeated by council. 

Through their strategic 
planning process, 
council members 
asked that community 
services prepare a four- 
year conununity events 
budget. Nicole Aasen, 
manager of community 
services, presented 
council members with 
the recommendations. 

Coun. Joyce McCoy 
suggested since the 
block party and Canada 
Day celebrations are so 


popular with residents, 
the two events’ budgets 
should be increased. 

But she said to make 
those decisions now 
would be ill advised, 
because it would throw 
the 2015 budget that has 
already been set into 
disarray. 

Rather, she suggested 
waiting until budget 
deliberations later this 
fall to revisit the issue 
with a view to increasing 
the budgets by $500 each 
over the next three years. 

“If we make all 
these decisions ad hoc 
throughout the year, 
we’re pinning ourselves 
to a difficult decision 
come the 2016 budget 
deliberations. To me, it 
would come back with 
recommendations for 
future years, but it would 
be done as a budget 


item, rather than just 
an ad hoc resolution of 
council,” she said in an 
interview following the 
meeting. 

McCoy said she 
supported Aasen’s 
recommendation that 
the 2016 block party 
budget be increased by 
$500 to $3,200, then a 
further $500 in each of 
the next two years to 
cover rising rental costs 
of equipment and allow 
the town to add at least 
one new feature to each 
of the events each year. 

The suggestion was to 
apply the same increases 
to the Canada Day 2015 
budget of $6,700. Council 
members did not address 
a potential $1,500 
increase to the current 
Canada Day fireworks 
budget of $3,000.

Alberta’s recently elected NDP enjoyed more sup¬ 
port among younger Albertans than any other party, 
according to polls. Perhaps these younger voters had 
a hand in deciding the historic result. 

There is some irony, then, that the NDP platform 
will substantially grow' spending on retirees, while 
doing much less to address challenges faced by those 
under 45. Such generational disparity in provincial 
budgeting actually worsens the pattern of the former 
governing party, the Progressive Conservatives. 

Under the PCs, Alberta had the largest age gap in 
social spending in Canada. Most of Alberta’s 2015-16 
spending is delivered through health care ($18.9 bil¬ 
lion), education ($7.5 billion), post-secondary ($5.8 
billion) and human services, including services for 
the elderly, disabled and social assistance ($4.2 bil¬ 
lion). Of this money, approximately $17,129 was 
budgeted for each Albertan age 65 plus. Only $7,489 
is spent on each Albertan under 45. 

Premier Rachel Notley plans to grow this age gap. 

Her platform increases yearly spending per retiree to 
more than $18,000, while leaving spending on those 
under 45 around $7,800. Alberta will soon spend 
$3,000 more per senior than Saskatchewan, the 
next most generous province, and $7,000 more than 
British Columbia. All the while, Alberta will spend 
less than Saskatchewan per younger citizen, and 
only moderately more than B.C. No political party in 
Alberta, or elsewhere in Canada, breaks down spend¬ 
ing by age.

Finally, while the design of income splitting and 
the UCCB reinforces gender roles, the Liberals’ plan 
is more neutral about how moms and dads divide 
paid and unpaid labour. 

The Liberals have not yet made specific policy 
commitments to child care services. 

This is a major omission because younger 
Canadians need more time in the labour market than 
a generation ago to fend off lower earnings and high¬ 
er housing costs. The Liberals insist they will make 
further announcements about child care. 

The Conservatives state they won’t invest directly 
in child care services. 

The NDP might appear stronger on this issue, with 
its promise of $15/day child care. However, NDP 
Leader Tom Mulcair will only budget about 5 to 10 
per cent of the cost of his promise in the first year 
after the election. After eight years, he will only put 
half the money on 

the table. 

Mulcair doesn’t talk about it, but the limited fund¬ 
ing he intends for child care is tied partly to his 
approach to medical care. 

The Conservatives and the NDP both plan to 
grow the Canada Health Transfer to provinces. 
But the NDP would allocate billions more than the 
Conservatives, and do so faster. In three years, the 
NDP intends to increase annual health-care spending 
by more than the entire amount they plan to spend 
on child care eight years from now. Clearly, $15/ 
day child care is a lesser priority than NDP rhetoric 
would suggest.
